CapL Theodore H. Low, U. S. M. 


C., who was one of the 
officers in 


command of the brave imarines who 
were on board the Fall River steam- 
er, Plymouth at the time of her col- 
lision -with the City of Taunton of 
the same line on Friday morning, ar- 
rived in Portsmouth late yesterday 
afternoon, with about thirty of the 
marines in his charge. 


The men were at once transported 


to the navy yard and quartered in 
the marine barracks. They were all 
thoroughly exhausted as a result of 
their recent thrilling experience and 
some of them were suffering from 
minor injuries. 


The marines brought here, 
who 


had already been assigned to duty 
at this yard, were among those who 
rendered heroic service at the time 
of 'the accident and to their cool- 
ness and prompt action many of the 
passengers on the steamer undoubt- 
edly owe their live? It is said that 
the crew became panioctricken in 
the first minutes after the collicion, 
and but for the marines, who were 
cool and collected in the face of 
death, the loss of life would have 
been greater than it was. 


The men at the navy yard were 


not much inclined- to talk, 
Friday 


night They were too tired to care 
to recite the incidents of the early 
morning and" all of them sought their 
quarters larly. 


It was learned, however, that Capt. 


Louis' men had done their full share 
of the work on the 
ill-fated 
Ply- 


mouth. They were clear-nerved and 
calm and 
soothed the 
frightened 


passengers toy their utter lack of 
fear. Chaos reigned for several min- 
utes after the collision, but the mar- 
ines, obeying the orders 
of 
Capt. 


Low and Lieut. W. C. Harlee, soon 
restored order. They got at the life 
preservers and distributed them and 
cleared and lowered the boats. 


The deatchment, 
under 
Captain 


Low and First Lieut. Harllee, were 
quartered in berths in the steerage 
on the port side of the 
Plymouth. 


Nearly every man was asleep when 
the hull was crushed. 


The side of the •steamer above and 


below them was torn away and the 
splinters flew among the 
marines. 


The stairway to the upper deck was 
blocked and the marines had to be 
retecued with ropes 
and' blankets 


lowered from the saloon deck. 


The enlisted men said that they 


had hardly recovered from the first 
shock after the collision when they 
saw Capt. Low and Lieut Harllee 
above taking charge of the rescuing 
party. The two officers directed the 
lowering of ropes and blankets and 
checked the men off. 


Several of the men staid 
below 


hunting for their shoes until they 
were commanded to hustle up. Once 
on deck, the men were ordered by 
the officers to move among the pass- 
engers, explain that there was no 
danger and that the steamer could 
make port without trouble. 


So the bareheaded and barefooted 


marines distributed themselves over 
the steamer, telling the 
passengers 


not to fear, assisting men and wo- 
men to put on the life preervers. 
Another squad 
turned to with the 


crew, got the 
lifeboats 
ready 
to 


lower and manned the falls, waiting 
for 
the 
emergency 
which 
might 


necessitate hasty action. 


After the excitement was over, the 


two officers unade provision for their 
shoeless men, and they confiscated a 
number of blankets, telling the men 
to wrap them around 
their 
feet. 


About half the company were thus 
protected, and their appearance as 
they disembarked from the train at 
Boston was picturesque.

permit its being swung to any desired 
position. Within the spout is a series 
of screens which have meshes of differ- 
ent sizes. These screens are united to- 
gether in a manner to produce a shoot 
of square cross section. This shoot is 
of such size as to fit snugly into the 
spout A hopper Is provided at the up- 
per end of tbe spout and serves to di- 
rect tJ;e grata through a feed tube into 
the screen shoot A regulating gate is 
huug plvotally In the feed tube. This 
gate may be operated by the sliding rod 
on the spout to limit or cut off the flow 
of grain into tbe screen. Tbe rod may 
be secured at any desired position. 


The grain is cleaned by flowing down 


over the lowermost screen. The refuse 
passes through the meshes of the screen 
and is collected in a bag bung beneath 
the lower end of the spout, while tbe 
grain flows on through tbe shoot into 
any suitable receptable. By rotating 
tlie screen shoot, screens of different 
siaes may be brought into position as 
desired. For instance, one screen may 
permit grass seed, mustard seed and 
buckwheat to pass through, while the 
wheat passes over the screen, the sec- 
ond screen may separate grass seed and 
mustard seed from flax, a third screen 
may separate foul seed from barley 
and oats aud a fourth screen may per- 
mit wheat to drop through the meshes., 
while the wild oat seeds pass over the 
screen.

Boll Weevil Problem Solved. 


A series of experiments has been 


made by expert entomologists of the 
Mexican government with a view of 
devising some method for eradicating 
the cotton boll weevil, which pest has 
caused losses aggregating many mil- 
lions of dollars to the cotton planters 
of Texas and Mexico. It is officially 
proclaimed that success has finally re- 
warded the efforts of these scientists 
and that it has been discovered that & 
peculiar species of spider, which exists 
in certain localities of the tropics of 
Mexico, is insectivorous and that it will 
feed upon the eggs of the cotton boli 
weevil and the weevil itself. 


An Austrian Steel Trust, 


The organization of the steel and iron 


industry of Austria-Hungary under the- 
control of a single, directorate or syndi- 
cate is announced. The new "kartel," 
as it is called, includes twenty-three 
concerns, with a combined capital of 
280,000,000 kronen ($75,600,000). Every 
important iron and steel interest in the 
two countries— bars, plates, rails, uailr. 
and wire— is said to be controlled by 
the trust. 'The agreement is to run un- 
til 1912.

Professor Wllbelm Oswald of Leip- 


sic and Dr. Gross of tbe same place apt 
pear as tbe discoverers of tbe proces*. 
They found that when p'cper prepared 
with bichromate of potassium and py- 
rogallic add was placed in contact 
with an ordinary platinum print tbe 
platinum for some reason unexplained 
hastened reaction between the bichro- 
mate and the acid, which otherwise act 
very slowly upon each otter. The re- 
sult was an exact print of the platinum 
picture upon the prepared paper, tbe 
color of tbe reproduction beiBg a red 
brown. Descriptions of the experiment 
received in this country say that this 
action of tbe platinum plate upon tbe 
prepared paper left the original plati- 
num picture unchanged. If that is tbe 
case, says tbe Philadelphia Ledger ami 
Times, the process can bo repeated 
with tbe same plate and other paper 
prepared with bichromate of potassium 
and so on. 


Another process was with hydrosn- 


peroxide. A negative print upon plati- 
num paper or a bromide of silver nega- 
tive is treated with an aqueous solu- 
tion of hydrosuperoxide, and then the 
negative so treated Is placed in contact 
with galatin!zed paper. The hydrosu- 
peroxide picture passes to the' gelatin. 
It Is at first invisible, but a treatment 
with sulphate of Ironjnakes the pic- 
ture black and other chemicals give 
pictures of various colors, some of 
wbicb are remarkably durable. 


A DETACHABLE DECK. 


Ifovel Devtc* to Minimize Rl*lu of 


Ocean Trai-el. . 


The attention of some of the officials 


of the treasury department in charge of 
navigation matters has been called to 
a detachable deck, a new device de- 
signed to minimize the dangers of 
ocean and lake travel. 


Wtien a ship strikes a rock and tears 


a fatal hole below the water line or 
comes into collision with another craft, 
the plan is to place the passengers on 
the portable deck, unfasten it and let 
It float away from the sinking ship, or 
the detachable deck, which In virtually 
an emergency craft fashioned, in the 
form of a deck fitted into the hull, may 
have means for steering and propul- 
sion. The idea Is, says a writer in the 
New York Tribune, that a movable 
deck so constructed could prevent great 
loss of life and valuables and even 
complete the journey, or at least run 
into the nearest port. 


The auxiliary deck is fastened by 


huge screws to the sides of the hull. 
The heads of these screws serve as 
sprocket wheels, around which runs 
an endless chain either on the outer 
side of the vessel or between partition 
walls. Mechanical connection with the 
propelling power of the vessel makes 
it possible for the engineer below at a 
moment's notice to release instantly all 
the screws which' bind the portable 
deck to the vessel. In the event of in- 
ability to commufalcatc tbe danger sig- 
nal to the engineer tlie deck may bo 
liberated by means of bevel gears and 
shafts operated manually from tbe de- 
tachable deck itself. 


"Boohoo" Fever In Hawaii. 


"Boohoo" ferer has tr.r.dc its appenr- 


ance in Hawaii again after r.n absence 
of nearly twenty years. Medical men 
call it the dengue fever, or a mild feiru 
of Panama fever. It is not dangerous, 
only disagreeable*, and affects tbe white 
people more thau tbe natives. In tbe 
olden days it used to be paid that no- 
body conid clrhn to be n resident of 
Hawaii Until be had experienced an 
attack of boohoo. It:, symptoms are 
somewhat like those of tbe grip -=• fi 
racking pain in the small of the back, 
high fever and pains m all tbe bones. 
It ia accompanied by a rash nnd lasts 
for a weel; or ten days. 


American fVanuti' Abroad. 


The demand for American peanuts 


in France is practically unlimited if 
tbe American exporters cau meet the 
prices paid for the African nuts in the 
shell, ranging from $3.95 to $4.73 per 
220 pounds. So states Consul General 
Skinner at Marseilles in a report to 
the state department During the past 
year about 10,000 bags of American 
peanuts were received at Marseilles, 
end the consul general says that the 
oil into which they were manufac- 
tured was of good quality, although 
the quantity wns rather less thau that 
derived from the same amount of Af- 
rican nuts. 


A n-rfter in Popular Mechanic* five*

firmative the question, "Does gold 
grow?" Raj's lie: 


"It has been found that gold nngjent 


coder favorable conditions actually in- 
crease In at». Gold is known to have 
grown on mine timbers which Lave 
lous been immersed In mine water. In 
the California State Mining Bureau 
museum tuere i» a specimen of a piece 
«f jointed cap and post taken from the 
Comstock. where It had been under 
water for years, in which gold lias 
formed in the joints and pores of the 
wood. Gold is constantly being formed 
in racks and veins and placers. Just 
what it is that the baby gold formation 
feeds on to effect its growth is not 
known. If it were, a new and wonder- 
fully 'lucrative industry might be born 
tnd all other kinds of farming save the 
growing of gold might temporarily be 
abandoned. The formation and growth 
nre due to mechanical and chemical ac- 
tion. As in the case,of the animal or 
vegetable, existing gold has existed in 
some other state before assuming Its 
present form. Waters which percolate 
through the earth's crust are said to 
contain substances from which gold is 
formed. Thus gold, like the animal and 
vegetable, must have water in order to 
thrive. The gold in the water Is de- 
posited when it meets the proper pre- 
cipitant. The precipitant may be an 
earth current of electricity, some vege- 
table growth or chemical in the rocks." 


Little Gold mains IB Brazil. 


H. W- Furoiis reports from Bahia 


that gold occurs in various places 
throughout the district and is chiefly 
found as alluvial gold along rivers, but 
occurs sometimes in quartz. No gold Is 
being mined at present. Copper Is said 
to occur iu paying quantities in various 
parts of the district, but no mines have 
ever been worked, although an English 
company has recently acquired a large 
tract of land and will soon begin oper- 
ations. There are no silver mines in 
the section. 


Hlninar In Colombia. 


From Colombia Consul O. Malmroa 


reports that manganese and gold are 
the only minerals produced in the dis- 
trict Of the former the principal mines 
are at Nombre de Dios, about forty 
miles east of Colon, the deepest work- 
ings being 250 feet below the surface. 
The annual ore production when undis- 
turbed by revolutions is 10,000 tons, 
and the total production thus far in the 
whole district is 00,000 tons. The gold 
operations have been tentative thus 
far, but have promised good results.

keep them taut. The driver is thus at 
liberty to rest his hands on bis lap. 


The support comprises a rod, provid- 


ed with a crosspiece at its upper end 
on which the reins are supported, and 
at its lower end it is threaded into a 
clainp which secures it to the vehicle. 
This threaded connection permits the 
device to be adjusted 
to any con- 


venient height, where it is secured by 
lock nuts. 


When applied to a one horse vehicle, 


the rod takes the place of the bolt 
which ordinarily holds the crossbar 
and singletree together. When applied 
to a two horse vehicle, the clamp Is 
slipped around the tongue, or it may 
bo attached to the single and double 
trees of the vehicle in the same man- 
ner as applied to the crossbar and sin- 
gletree of a one horse vehicle.

The Panama canal

congress and the statesmen of the 
United States are unable to

that body. There appears to be no 
reason why the treaty 
should 
be 


held up, but it is hard to tell -what 
the Colombians are likely to do or 
•what reasons they may find tor op- 
posing the ratification of our agree- 
ment with their country. We all re- 
member the vexatious delay on the 
part of the Colombian government in 
signing the treaty in the first place 
and the congress may decide to make 
us wait awhile longer. However, the 
Solons In Washington are not wor- 
rying and there Is, consequently, no 
reason why the rest of us should do 


BO. The United States has decided to 
construct the canal and It 
"will be 


constructed. Colombia may or may 
not bother us for a time, but the end 
will be th« same in either case. Of 
course, the little republic will not 
be coerced, but there are ways of 
securing a desired end without co- 
ercion. Our diplomats have lately 
proven themselves as clever as the 
cleverest and any obstacles that may 
be thrown in our way In carrying out 
this project will be removed. In the 
meantime, let us hope that the Co- 
lombian congress will be nice and 
ratify the treaty without making any 
fuse about it.

A poor corn 
crop might result in this prediction be- 
ing unfulfilled, but with a moderate 
yield of corn we will see Kansas forg 
ing to the front as a sheep feeding 
state. At the rata muttons are selling 
at present there is far more money ii) 
feeding six-en than in handling hogs, 
counting the loss by cholera oftentimes 
occasioned in the latter. From present 
Indications there will be about twice 
as many sheep fed in Kansas next fall 
as were put in the lots the past season. 
This is an item of importance to Ari- 
zona, Texas, Xew Mexico and southern 
Colorado, the pastures which furnish 
the bulk of the sheep for feeding. The 
better demand for mutton is based on 
two factors. The first is the high price 
of beef, and the second is the better 
quality of mutton as the result of farm 
feeding upon alfalfa and grains.—Den- 
ver News.

Points In Care of Horse*. 


Horses should never be allowed to 


drink from ponds or standing water 
of any kind, nor should they bo driven 
through water, as they often aro, with 
tho object of Avashing the mud off their 
legs when they aro brought iu dirty 
from a journey. 


Mangers and feed boxes should be 


kept perfectly clean and sweet, and a 
lump ot" rock sail should be provided 
for each lioroo. 


Where manger^ aro left filthy and 


partly filled with rejected food tho 
1'nrso frequently fails to thrive aud is 
tho victim of indigestion. 


Horses with long hair on the logs 


when driven through water will stand 
wet through tl:e whole night, will suf- 
fer from grease, cracked heels and sev- 
eral other diseases. 


TrinnnliiK Horned' Feet. 


\Thon shoeing horses, bo sure that 


the operator dot's not pare tho frog aud 
sole of tho toot. Most shoers insist up- 
on trimming down closely, but this 
should never be permitted. Only the 
loose portions should bo removed. The 
shoes should be taken off and replaced 
•it least onco every two mouths. Other- 
\\lsc contraction of the hoof will cer- 
tainly result. I'sc as few nails as pos- 
sible, and have the shoes as light as 
may be. 


Permanent Pasture Por Sheep. 


The value of a permanent pasture for 


sheep, says American Agriculturist, 
has frequently been overestimated. 
While it is undoubtedly true that a 
pasture of this kind will support more 
sheep than a temporary field of grass, 
it is also true that sheep should be 
utilized largely in cleaning up stubble 
Colds, eating rape sown in oats in the 
spring and running in cornfields after 
the husking. By this means fertility is 
much more evenly and profitably dis- 
tributed than if the sheep were kept 
in one field all the time.

have many more lambs than ewes and 
some are not supplied with milk, we 
aid the ewe by feeding the lambs cow's 
milk, good Jersey milk, so as to push 
thorn right along and get them on tbe 
market as early as possible. 


I have used for the past few years 


what-1 call a lamb feeder, says R. E. 
Roberts of Wisconsin. It is a tin pail 
with a tight fitting cover that will hold 
one gallon of milk. 
Ou one side are 


three spouts soldered on near the bot- 
tom of the pail and exteudiug outward 
as high as the top of the pail, made so 
that the rubber uipples can be put on. 
By feeding lambs a few times from a 
bottle, which is more convenient to 
teach them at first, they quickly learn 
to be on hand for their milk when they 
see you coming with the pail. Give 
thoui all they will take of this Jersey 
miJk every morning nnd evening. By 
feeding in this way they get no set- 
back, but grow equal to tho best ones. 


Clover Hay For Yontis? Stock, 


Tho grains are deficient in lime and 


mineral water, while clover is rich in 
thosfi materials. Corn contains 10 per 
cent of water and clover hay 15 per 
cent 
Of tho dry matter corn has but 


ll/2 per cent of ash (lime, magnesia, 
potash, soda, etc.), while clover has G 
per cent. Clover hay contains over 12 
por cent of protein aud corn lO1^. Corn 
is rich iu starch and fat, however, con- 
taining twice as much as clover. Clo- 
ver hay has more crude fiber than the 
grain; hence is less valuable in that di- 
rection. While many farmers have al- 
ways made clover.hay a specialty in 
feeding adults, yet it is more valuable 
for young stock than may be supposed, 
—Home and Farm. 


Drtoil BIooil For Stopm, 


Dried blood was used in a feeding ex- 


periment with steers iu Iowa last year, 
commencing with one-tenth of a pound 
per head per day and gradually Increas- 
ing until tho steers were each receiv- 
ing a full pound per day in connection 
with tiftooii pounds of corn gradually 
increased to twenty-five pounds of 
pornmeal por day. There would scorn 
to bo no reason why this dried blood 
might not prove a very acceptable ad- 
dition to our list of dairy foods and

And yet there are thousands of farm- 
ers who believe that hog cholera is 
caused by this or that kind of food. 
Many are quite sure that it comes from 
feeding new corn. The man who wants 
to know the truth can nail down this 
fact: Hog cholera comes from hog chol- 
»ra; nothing else. It is a transmissi- 
ble disease, just as smallpox is a trans- 
missible disease. It is a germ disease, 
and the germs may lie in the ground for 
months and yet retain virulence sufD- 
c-ient to c»»se another outbreak if 
swine are ftfposed to them. Swine are 
subjected to other diseases than hog 
cholera. 
Indigestion may indeed be 


caused by an overdose of feed of al- 
most any kind, but iudigestion ordi- 
narily does not kill. Hog cholera or- 
dinarily does kill. About the only way 
that sweet milk and water can hurt 
pigs is by not giving them enough. But 
let the pigs do the mixing. 


Rape For Hogs. 


In reply to an inquiry of one of your 


correspondents I will say I have had 
;xeellent results from the growing of. 
rape for hog pasture, writes John Bun- 
ael to Stockman nnd Farmer. My ex- 
perience has been very satisfactory 
sowing broadcast from a point of sav- 
ing expense and time. Prepare a good 
seed bed about three or four inches 
deep (or seed bed suitable for sowing 
wheat), sow about four or five pounds 
of Dwarf Essex rape seed to acre. 
This can be sown vrith a common grass 
seed sower. Then harrow the ground 
thoroughly so that seed will be well 
covered. 


The seed may be' sown any time from 


April 1 to August or 1st of September, 
but 1 prefer earlier sowing. I have 
usually sowu my rape about the last of 
ilay, but will sow earlier this year. 
W. C. W. will find in about six -weeks 
he will have an excellent hog pasture, 
and I am sure he will be benefited by 
the growing of rape for bog pasture,

Corn Wheat For Hogs. 


"Hog raising in eastern Washington 


has been given an impetus by the suc- 
cessful raising of a new variety of 
wheat known as corn wheat," said Mr. 
Donald S. Roberts of Tacoma, Wash., 
to a Washington Star man. "Experi- 
ments conducted during tbe past two 
years indicate that an excellent and 
important substitute for corn has been 
obtained by the farmers of the north- 
west. IlerclotVsre one of the drawbacks 
of farmers raising stock, and especial- 
ly hogs, iu the Pacific northwest has 
been the fact that corn could not be 
successfully raised. Farmers have been 
unable to feed their hogs on wheat 
worth from 40 to 70 cents a bushel and 
compete with the farmers of the prairie 
states, who fef-d corn worth 12a/a to 25 
cents a bushel. Corn wheat, which ap- 
pears to be the solution of the problem, 
was introduced about two years ago. 
The grain of corn wheat is as large as 
two grains of ordinary wheat. It yields 
sixty to 100 bushels per acre and has a 
decided corn flavor rather than the 
sweetish tasto of ordinary wheat. 
It 


grows successfully wherever other va- 
rieties of wheat grow aud in some re- 
spects appears to be oven more hardy. 
Its fattening qualities are shown to 
equal, if not surpass, those of corn. 
The stnto grain inspector has sent snm- 
ples of corn wheat to the state grain 
inspector of Minnesota to ascertain if 
it cannot be usod by the macaroni fac- 
tories of that state instead of native 
grown whont."

There is certainly some attraction iu 
producing a team of horses that Ar- 
mour & Co. or Swift & Co. will buy. 
While no • one can deny the horses 
shown in these teams are of a very 
high class, are they the type most 
needed or most in demand, either in 
this country or abroad? 


We never breed any animal, much 


less a horse, for a single function. Th« 
nearest we come to it is to emphasize 
some one or two functions or attri- 
butes above all others. Probably no one 
will seriously question that draft horsea 
are bred for power, movement, endur- 
ance and style (including in the latter 
both beauty of form and beauty of 
movement). 
But how much power, 


how much endurance, how much move- 
ment or speed and how much style aro 
demanded? In this composition of mu- 
tually antagonistic forces where shall 
we land? If expressed in percentages 
after the manner of scale of points, 
shall 25 per cent be given to each, oc 
shall style count 40, action 30, power 
20 and endurance 10 points, or shall 
power count 50, endurance 30, action 
15 and style 5 points? I do not assert 
that either of the above expresses tho 
true relationship, but I believe the lat- 
ter to be the safest aim for the Amer- 
ican breeder.

As a little farm well cultivated will 


net its owner a better profit than a 
large farm neglected, so will smaller 
flocks of good, well bred sheep pay, 
their owners better profits than large 
flocks made up of common, 111 bred 
scrub- sheep." 


The sheep men of Oregon and other 


overstocked ranges would make more 
money should they cut clown their 
flocks and finish off their sheep better 
before putting them upon the market, 
says Wool Markets and Sheep. 


It is estimated that there are usual- 


ly more than a third more sheep upon 
the ranges of Oregon than the ranges 
are capable of carrying in full feed. 
If this estimate is correct, the sheep 
men there would do the wise thing— 
the money making thing—to cut down 
their holdings one-third. This would 
enable them to increase their profits at 
both ends of the season. They would 
have a third of their capital for in- 
vestment elsewhere or, what would be 
better, for investment in better sheep. 
Then with a third more range they 
could better fit their sheep for market 
and get more money for them. 


With the reduced flocks of selected 


ewes put rams of good breeding and 
thus increase the value of the lamb 
crop. 
Get the range sheep business 


more compact, and there will be more 
money in it. 


Another gain that ought to be cov- 


eted by all fair minded men would be 
the better feeling among the small set- 
tlers nnd the cattle men toward the 
sheep men. 


If more money and more peace and 


harmony can be had by reducing the 
flocks on the overcrowded ranges, what 
good reason can there be for not re- 
ducing them?
